Traffic density on the Trans-Siberian is reportedly high and consists mostly 
of shipments of industrial and mineral products. The line is double-tracked 
and steam traction is used* 

3- , Kuibyshev was not damaged during the war* The streets in the center of town 

are partly laid with cobblestones^ the most important are paved with asphalt, 
a motor highway extends northwestward toward Ufa*

there ure a few sugar mills, and small plants manufacturing tar, asphalt, 
stucco and lumber*
